Putting the Code of Professional Conduct to the Test: Preparing

Description: This training will provide an explanation of the NIC Ethical Interview portion of the Performance Exam.
Participants will learn the test format, Rubric Criteria, Test Outline, and CPC. Participants will practice responding to
ethical scenarios using a holistic framework by supporting their answers with citations and application of specific CPC
Tenets, Guiding Principles, and lllustrative Behaviors. There will be extensive group discussion as ethical dilemmas are
analyzed, in addition to a practice session for individuals to work within the time constraints of a mock test setting.

The target audience for this workshop includes ITP students and noncertified interpreters who have already
passed the written NIC exam, and certified working interpreters who plan to take the NIC Performance Exam.

She has been active and held officer positions on the state (TRID)
and local (NTRID) levels. She was the recipient of the 2006 Region Il President’'s Choice Award. In her free time she enjoys reading, participating in all
things musical, and spending time with her two dogs.
